The Report on the administration of the Customs Department for the year 1871-72. 

1. Rusorution.—The detailed report and the figured statements sub- 
mitted by the Board of Revenue, show that the total (export and import) trade 
of Calcutta slightly increased during the year, though trade was certainly dullin 
several important articles, both of export and import. 1,109 and 1,111 vessels— 
the former representing a tonnage of 978,693 tons, and the latter of 971,947 tons, 
respectively—entered and cleared from thc port, against 1,082 entrances, aggre- 
gating 890,675 tons, and 1,092 clearances, with a total tonnage of 906,216 tons, 
in 1870-71. Tiere was thus a small increase in the number of vessels and a 
large increase in tonnage, showing that the average tonnage of vessels 
frequenting the port continues to inerease. Statement No. 18 of the Collector’s 
report shows that 290 of the vessels representing 279,692 tons which entered 
the port of Calcutta during the year 1871-72,.and 302 of the clearancts 

ing 290,001 tons, were steamers; of which 89 and 85 arrivals and 
‘departures respectively wero vid tho Suez Canal, against 56 and 40 during 
1870-71, Thus in the year under’ review nearly one-third of the total tonnage 
of the port belonged to steam vessels. 

2. The free exports and imports of Calcutta taken togethor amounted 
in value to Rs, 26,09,51,874, which gives the very large net increase of over 
7% millions sterling, or about 40 por cent. more than the value of those during 
the preceding year; while the dutiable. exparts and imports have, on the other

hand, fallen off by more than } a million and 14 ‘millions sterling respectively, 
boing Ks. 6,41,38,621 and Rs. 14,96,11,487 in value, against Rs. 7,01,76,991 
and Rs. 16,49,59,900 in 1870-71. This is in striking contrast with tho results 
of the previous year, which showed an increase of nearly 15 per cent. as regards 
dutiable exports and imports; while tho value of free exports and imports had 
fallen off by about 2} millions sterling as compared with the year 1869-70, 

8. Tho value of free imports was Rs. 4,79,07,226, against Rs. 2,27,96,497 
in 1870-71, being a net inercase of Rs. 2,51,10,729, which is mainly owing to 
large importations of spdvie and bullion on private account; while the dutiable 
imports have decreased in value by Its. 1,58,48,413 as compared with the 
previous year’s results, being Rs. 14,96,11,487 against Rs. 16,49,59,900. . This 
falling off is, chiefly due to short consignments of twist, piece-goods, copper, 
steel, and railway material; no less than one-third of the entire decrease having 
occurred in railway material alone, The Board’s explanation of this decline 
is probably the correct «ae, namely, that the ‘requirements of the Railway 
Companics and State Lailways had boen met during the provious year. 

‘The imports of “Turkey reds” and “ American cottons” amounted in value 
to Rs. 57,72,859 and Us. 90,865, against Rs. 47,15,757 and Rs. 19,958 in 
1870-71, showing an increase amounting respectively to Rs. 10,457,102 and 
TS576;307. This, However, is but a small set-off. against the large decrease of 
Rs. 57,12,144 in cotton piece-goods generally, thé importations of which 
amounted in value to Rs. 9,46,75,172 only, against Rs. 10,03,87,316 in the year 
preceding. The value of dutiable exports was Rs. 6,41,38,621, which, though 
less by Rs. 60,38,370 than those in 1870-71, execeds by Rs. 78,24,261 the 
exports of 1869-70. A 

This decrease was chiefly in grains other than rice, in pulse, and in oil- 
seeds; while indigo, rice, lac, and “all other articles,” show a satisfactory 
increase, 

The value of free exports amounted to Rs. 21,30,44,148; or Rs. 5,02,71,112 
in excess of the previous year, The great and continuous risc in the export 
of jute and of Indian teas from Calcutta is a very satisfactory feature in the 
returns. The following are the principal articles of export which have most 
prominently increased during the year under review as compared with the 
exports of 1870-71 :—

There also scems to he an appreciable export of’ wheat, which increased in the 
quantity exported from 203,645 ewt. in 1870-71 to 846,967 cwt. during the 
year und:r review. The Lieutenant-Governor would like to know where all 
this wheat comes from, and especially where it goes to. ‘The exports of all 
kinds of Jac and of woollen manufactures were Rs. 27,69,667 and Rs. 12,835,069 
respvctively in value, cr an increase amounting to Re. 8,738,398 and Rs. 8,67.175 
of 1870-71; while oil-seed exports have decreased in value from 
Rs. 2, 0,769 to Its. 2,00,94,034, ‘his decrease of nearly 83} lakhs of 
rupees is one of the most noticeable features in the year’s returns, and. the 
Licutenant-Governor will watch with anxicty to see whether the. trade will 
recover itself if the harvests of the current and coming year prove to be 
abundant. The value of gunny cloth exports amounted to only Rs. 6,78,18], 
which shows a marked falling oif of close upon 14} lakhs of rupees as compared, 
with the previous year’s results, This large “decrease, though couttefbalanced. 
by the increase in the exports of raw jute, nevertheless scemg to require 
explanation. he saltpetre exports were 424,638 ewt., against 478,868 owt, in 
1870-71, showing a decrease of 53,720 ewt. in quantity and of Rs. 463,188 
in value. The export of raw silk was 16,458 ewt., being 1,226 ewt, io 
quantity and Rs, 16,13,928 in value less than in 1870-71. Sugar and tebacéo. 
exports also show a falling off respectively from 154,228 wt, to 146,588 owt. in 
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= 
quantity, and from Rs. 1,25,064 to Rs. 1,02,258 in value; while specie and 
bullion exports decreased from Rs. 51,85,648 to Rs, 24,11,479. 

4. The Lieutonant-Governor has perused with interest the special remarks 
submitted by the Collector respecting the increase in the Suez C:nal trade; he 
quite believes that the canal route will work a great and permanent change in 
the trade of Calcutta. He is glad to think that the admirable arrangements 
made by the Port Commissioners have enabled Calcutta to meet most of the 
requirements of the steamer traffic, and he anticipates that when the strengthened 
appraising establishments are in full work, the Customs’ authorities will be able 
to clear cargoes of steain vessels as quickly as owners or consignecs could desire. 

5. . One noticeable feature in the foreign trade of the is the enor- 
mous increase in the quantity of cotton exported to Great Britain and Franeo, 
the former having takcn no Jess than 101,288,703 ib, against 8$,043,557 Ib 
in 1870-71, or more than two and a half times as much; and: the latter 
16,407,425 tb, against 2,646,S001b, or mere than six times as much as 
in the previous year of the Franco-Prussian war. It would be interesting to 
inquire whence all this cotton comes, and whether all the export of the North- 
Western Provinecs cotton comes by Calcutta, or whether any has been diverted 
zo Bombay; also whether any comes this way from the Central Provinces. 
While the indigo exports to England and America have fallen in valucfese 
Rs. 1,76,17,700 to Rs. 1,55,59,765, the indigo exports to Franco’ and Trieste 
rave risen from Rs. 33,11,459 to Rs. 75,48,682. The value of hides taken by 
France has also increased by nearly five lakhs of rupees, being Rs. 7,62,443 
igainst Rs. 2,71,221. The trade between France and Caleutta is thus recover- 
ng the shock of the war. 

6. he exports to America show an increase in the value of jute from 
Ras. 27,40,342 to Rs, 5,33,823, or nearly 28 lakhs of rupecs more thon in tho 
vast year; while hides, saltpeive, gunnics and gunny cloth, and linseed, have 
‘espeetively decreased in ue from Rs, 28,16,952 to Ks. 37,169, from 
Ris. 8,09,296 to Rs. 6,99,673, from Rs. 27,85,2 $0, and from. 
Rs. 96,538,418 to Rs. 72,47,014. 

The Licutenant-Goveraor observes that 24,451 ewt. of rice, execeding ono 
akh of rupees in value, was exported to America, against none during the 
reeceding year. ‘The total value of the trade with America amounted to 
Rs. 2,30,22,337, against Rs. 2,44,49,704 in 1870-71, the net decrease being 
Xs. 14,27,367. Tho export of raw jute to America has now inereased steadily 
‘or some years. 

7. The free import trade to Caleutt

f the above increase in free imports, nearly 8} and 8§ lakhs 
under the heads of “ gold” and “horses.”

8. The trade between Calcutta and the other Indian ports slow 
alling off as regards the exports to and imports from Bombay 
taving decreased from Rs, 1,87,19,301 to Rs. 1,56,04,797, and tl 
20. 82,54,163 to Rs. 13,638,421, : . 

The chief causes of the decreaso in exports appear to be diminished 
hipments of grain and pulse, aggregating 2,631,958 ewt. against 2,789,843 
owt. in 1870-71, and to sugar and other saccharine matter, the exports of which 
all off from ,838,925 cwt. to 242,552 cwt., or Rs, 13,18,767 less in valu 
Mie ‘interportl rice trade alone fell off from 27,26,977 ewt. to 26,20,47 
wt., while g#igar exports have decreased in value from Ms. 47,5:,047 to 
3a, 84,39,280, or Rs. 18,13,767 less than in the past. ycar. 

Among the chief items of deerease in imports from Bombay, salt shows a 
ing off in quantity from 455,983 ewt. to 231,618 owt. and to the extent of 
%6,2,66,976 in value, which is equal to about 46 por cent, calculated on the 
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past year’s imports, the value of which amoufted to Rs. 5,82,234, while that 
.of the year under review only reached Re. 3,15,258. This decrease may be in 
some degree due to the imperfection of the arrangements for despatching salt 
from Bombay, and the Liecutenant-Governor is glad to learn from Mr. 
Crawford’s remarks that ehtirely new arrangements are in course of adoption, 
and he hopes that they will effectually remedy the evils which have formed the 
subject of much discussion and complaint. . 

9. The importa from Madras also fell off in valuc from Rs. 14,47,981 to 
Rs, 12,02,147, being a net decrease of Rs. 2,45,784, which is chiefly attri- 
butable toa decline in raw cotton from Rs, 2,46,344 to Rs. 1,48,580 ; in British 
piece-goods from Rs. 68,543 to Ra 17,197, and in salt from Rs. 2,70,938 to 
Rs. 2,12,933. Hides and skins have, however, increased from Rs. 3,86,047 to 
Rs. 4,45,080, On the other hand, the export trade to Madras amounted in 
value to Rs: 84,91,954, being a net increaso of Rs. 27,54,781 over that of the 
previous year, which may be considered satisfactory. ‘This was chiefly due to 
British piece-goods, to British twist, to manufactures of jute, to raw silk, and ta 
drugs and medicines, the exports of which respectively increased in value from 
Rs, 17,18,184 to Rs, 28,55,959, from Rs. 3,15,345 to Rs. 10,16,425, from 
Rs. 2,07,660 to Ks. 6,388,267, from Rs. 19,67,000 to Rs. 24,85,720, and from 
Ne. 2,14,257 to Ns, 2,43,694 ; tho leading articles of decrease being grain and 
pulse, which only reached to Rs. 2,388,055 in value, or Rs. 1,383,378 less than 
jast year. : i 

0. The imports from Rangoon likewise exhibit a falling off in value 
from ls. 19,09,751 to Rs.°17,96,004, while the exports show a net increase of 
Rs. 6,88,473 on a total trade of Rs. 94,36,746, against Rs. 87,49,273 in 
1870-71. ‘The trade with Port Blair, Coconada, Masulipatam, Pondicherry, 
Alipee, Kurrachee, and ‘Tellicherry, is increasing; while the trade with 
Akyab, Moulmein, Gopalpore, Narraka], and other less important ports, 
has decreased, which is to be regretted. Last year’s report showed a very 
large decreaso of sixty lakhs on the whole trade between Calcutta and other 
Indian ports, and the further decrease from Rs. 5,07,37,142 to Rs. 4,99,79,684 
(or over 7} lakhs less) during the year under review shows that the measures 
recently proposed by the Board for removing restrictions on the interpontal 
trade are very urgently required. The recovery of tho trade between Calcutta, 
and Madras is, however, a favourable symptom. 

11. Tho trade of Chittagong appears to be steadily and satisfactorily 
increasing, though the year’s customs collections were less by Rs. 1,19,146 
than in 1870-71, being Rs. 9,09,208 against Rs. 10,28,854. As cxplained in the 
Board’s 49th paragraph, this falling off was entirely owing toa decline in 
realizations of salt duty and salt warchouse rent, which respectively amounted 
to Rs. 7,19,209 and to Rs. 4,865, against Rs. 8,57,033 and Rs. 9,105 in the 
year preceding. On tho other hand, the total value of trade increased from 
Rs. 83,832,158 to Rs. 39,99,963, towirds which dutiable and free imports 
respectively contributed Rs. 3,65,557 and Re, 41,886, being Rs. 8,61,532 and 
Rs. 3,50,478, against Rs, 4,095,975 and 3,08,592 ; while the value of free exports 
amounted to Ks. 14,20,854 against Rs. 10,90,041, whereas dutiable exports fell.off 
in value from Rs, 14,37,550 to Rs, 18,67,059. As regards imports, the greatest 
decrease was in the value of salt clearances, which shows a falling off from 
Rs. 18,19,437 to Rs. 11,06,615 ; while the largest increase was in miscellaneous 
articles, representing coir, coir rope, cocoanut-oil and cocoanuts, which rose 
from Its. 47,118 to Rs. 78,014. The largest decline in dutiablo exports was in 
the value of rice, which dei d from Hs. 13,84,267 to Rs. 18,18,767, although 
the quantity exported was 855,303 maunds, or 94,789 maunds in excess of that 
in 1870-71. ‘his result is ascribed to the low market rate of value of rice in 
the year under review. 

‘The number of vessels which entered and cleared from the port was 
219, aggregating 67,2; tons, and 226 of 65,801 tons respectively, against 215 
of 52,891 tons and 207 of 51,587 tons in 1870-71. These figures show that 
the increase has chiefly occurred im large sea-going vessels, as the average 
tonnage of vessels visiting the vort is now 25 ner cent. hizher than it was in 
the year 1870-71. 
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The interportal trade of ‘Ohittagong appears to have been very active,— 
the value of imports having increased from Rs. 3,06,837 to Rs. 8,563,711, and 
of exports from its, 10,69,152 to Rs. 13,856,934; the imports from Rangoon, 
consisting chiefly of earth-oil, teak-wond, and cutch, showing a steady dévelop- 
ment. The Licutenant-Governor is glad to know from other reports that the 
rt authorities are providing improved accommodation and appliances for the 
increasing trade of Chittagong. é , 

His Honor will await the further report on tho gubject of the Moish- 
khally canal, promised in the Board’s 66th paragraph. 

12. The transactions of the smaller ports under the Bogrd’s control 
call for very little remark. Nothing whetcver was done at Port Canning 
during the year, and under the notification published at page 1789 of the 
Calcutta Gazette of the 4th October 1871, it has ceased to be a port; while 
from the new port of Morrellgunge only one vessel cleared outwards with 
10,200 maunds of rice for Colombo. The duty realized from this port was 
.Rs. 1,912, while the cost of maintaining it amounted to is. 2,446. Tho results 
shown by the returns of the Orissa ports are on the whole satisfactory ; 275 and 
228 vossels respectively entered and cleared from Balasore, being a decrease of 
2 arrivals and an incrcase of 17 departures, with an inervased tounage of 8,682 
and 6,843 tons respectively. - iain ee 

One hundred and nineteen vessels, aggregating 77,078 tons, visited the 
ports of the Cuttack district, while there were 118 departures representing a 
tonnage of 74,377 tons, against 126 arrivals and 134 clearances respectively, 
aggrezating 65,170 ani 67,224 tons in the previous year, 

The total duty and other collections at the Orissa ports exhibit a net

a Hootee . Rs. 2,46,868 to Rs. 2,62,008, as regards Balasore 
and Poorer, while that of Cuttack has decreased 
frem Rs. 17,02,111 to Rs. 18,75,838. 
Particulars respecting thé import and export trade of Calcutta and other minor 
ports in Bengal have already been submitted to’the Government of India with 
this office endorsement No: 4793, dated 13th November 1872. Copy of the 
Collector of Customs’ statement on the trade fluctuations of the yeur being 
of much public interest, is appended to this review. 

18. The fiscal results of the ycaws Customs administration have been a 
not decrease of revenue owing to the falling uff in dutiable imports. ‘The gross 
Customs income was Rs. 3,54,55,228, against Rs. 3,68,59,608, while the charges 
were Rs 11,138,283, against Rs. 10,70,894 in 1870-71. These results show a 
falling off amounting to Rs. 14,04,375 in the gross receipts, and to Ky. !4,46,764. 
in the net revenue for 1871-72. The year’s disbursements also show a net 
increase of Rs. 86,498 over those of the ycar 1870-71, being Rs. 10,62,827 
against Rs. 10,26,329. he chief hcads of increase were permanent establish- 
ments and import and salt refunds. ‘Tlic collections have fallen off under every 
heading except salt warehouse rent,—ihe net results being a decrease of 
Rs. 12;78,050 as compared with tho transactions of the preceding year, though 
an increase of Rs. 11,92,446 over those during 1869.70. . 

14. In conclusion the Lieutenant-Governor desires that his acknowledg- 
ments may be conveyed to Mr. Crawford and to the soveral officers commended 
by the Board for their good service, and he tenders his thanks to the Member 
in charge for his effective supervision of the Customs Department during the 
‘year under review..

The orders of Government of to-day’s date,— 
(1) circulating a list of the inspecting officers of the Educational Department 
attached in every district in Bengal ; 
(2) conveying an cxpression of the Licutcnant-Governor’s views on the Midnapore 
Magistrate’s scheme for improving the primary schools of Midnapore by 
paying the existing schvol-masters by results, 


1. The Lieutesant-Governor has desired that these papers should be 
sirculated to all Magistrate-Oollectors with an expression of his hope that they, 
he District Committees and their subordinates, will do what may be possible to 
arry out the views of Government in such way as the present condition of 
wimary education in each district may dictate. He feels confident that the 
Jommissioners and Circle Inspectors will do tlicir best to guide and adviso the 
district Officers and District Committecs. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor has agreed, on the representation of the 
Jommissioner of the Orissa Division, to the appointment of a Joint-Inspector of 
ichools for the Orissa Division with head-quarters at Cuttack. 
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8. The Lieutenant-Governor has directed that tho Subordinate Inspecting 
Officers of each district be called Sub-Inspectors, in order to make clear that 
they are subgrdinate to the District Committeo and the Magistrate, and must 
take instructions either from the sub-divisional officer or from the Deputy 
Inspector of the district. 

4. The Licutenant-Governor would draw the especial attention of all 
district officers to his desire, expressed in these papers, not to tie down. district 
officers to any one or more plans of promoting primary education. The 
grant ‘made is to he spent to the best advantage. In some districts it may 
often be desirable that a part of the primary school grant should be devoted 
to providing decent school-houses for village schools; ordinarily a decent, 
open thatched shed, built mainly of bumboos, would suffice. At present 
our patsbalas are sometimes crowded into dark unpleasant hovels. 

6. -The Licutcnant-Governor would further repeat, what has already been 
said, that as municipal schools may hereafter be arranged for on different 
principles, it is desirable that the money uow available should be spent as far 
as possible in villages and not in towns. 


No. 75, dated Calcutta, the 7th January 1878,

T am directed to forward the annexed list, prepared by the Director of 
Public Instruction, in communication with this oflice, showing the names, 
salaries, and distribution of the Deputy and Sub-Inspectors of Schools attached 
to each district. 

2. The general scheme of the redistribution has been to allot one 
Deputy Inspector on from Rs. 100 to Rs. 200 a month to every district, 
with the exception of a few small, sparscly peopled districts in Assam or 
elsewhere. The Deputy Inspectors of very large districts with several sub- 
divisions will be, if possible, men on salaries of Rs. 150 to Rs. 200 a month. 
For the very small districts, and, as far as possible, for every sub-division, a 
Sub-Inspector will be appointed. Where the head-quarters sub-division is 
very large, or has many schools, a Sub-Inspcetor will be allowed for the head- 
quarters division. All new Sub-Inspectors will be appointed on cither 
Rs, 30 or Rs, 40 a month, and may rise to a maximum of Rs. 50, The 
Commissioner will decide in euch case whether the nominee should begin 
on Rs. 380 or Rs. 40 a month. Appointments to such posts will be made 
by the Magistrate subject to the Commissioner’s approval. The Educational 
Department will give any assistance in finding men that may be asked of 
them. At the outset, and until the system is in working order, additional 
Deputy Inspectors are attached to the large districts of Burdwan, Nuddea. 
and Dacea, 'eitlier because schools are in those districts specially numerous, 
or because the present incumbents cannot well be provided for elsewhere. 
Hereafter, as vacancies occur, the staff of each district will consist of one 
Deputy Inspector with a sufficient number of Sub-Inspectors under him. 

3. For the Orissa division : Joint-Inspector on Rs. 250 is sanctioned ; 
and the appointment will be filled as soon‘as the views of the Commissioner 
shall have been ascertained. ‘ 

4. The distribution of Deputy Inspectors and Sub-Inspectors is not to 
be considered as final, for it will be liable to reconsideration as primary, 
schools multiply in the more backward districts, and when the District 
Officers better know their men. For instance, the great districts of 
Mymensing, Backergunge, and Sylhet, have at present very few schools, 
and therefore their staff of Inspecting officers is at present small. When 
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schools in those districts increase, further Sub-Inspectors may be required. 
Meanwhile the existing staff is distributed as well as circumstances will 
admit. The Deputy Inspectors and Sub-Inspectors have been afranged so 
that nowhere except in Assam will a Deputy Inspector have any cliarge 
outside the district where he may be stationed. Magistrates will have 
discretion to alter the head-quarters of any Sub-Inspector or Additional 
Inspector with the Commissioner’s sanction. In those cases where the 
Sub-Inspector of a sub-division does not reside at the sub-divisional 
station he should be at once transferred to the sub-divisional head-quarters, 
Any redistribution sanctioned by the Commissioner should be reported to the 
Director for publication in the next quarterly Civil List. 
5. Deputy Inspectors will draw travelling allowance as heretofore at

For Sub-Inspectors of river districts, who have to travel by boat, a special 
boat allowance of uot more than Rs, 40 a month may be sanctioned by the 
Commissioncr for so long as they are on tour and are obliged to keep up a 
boat.

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PRIMARY SCHOOLS IN MIDNAPORE. 


No, 94, dated Burdwan, the 28th December 1872. 


From—C. T. Bocxzann, Esa., Commissioner of the Burdwan Division, 
To—The Offg. Secretary to tne Government of Bergal, Revenne Dept. 


I wave the honor to submit in original a report from Mr. I. L. Harrison, 
the Officiating Magistrate of Midnapore, forwarding a proposul for promoting 
primary education in that district in accordance with the Government resolu- 
tion of the 80th September last, and’ beg to state that I should have submitted 
it sooner if it had not been for the lamented death of Mr. Martin, the late 
Inspector of Schools. I have reason to know that Mr. Harrison’s proposals 
had Mr. Martin’s concurrence and approval, and I believe that they will also 
be sanctioned by the Licutenant-Governor, who has already expressed himself 
in favour of the scheme of payment by results. 

2. Mr, Harrison will be reminded that there are some Wards’ estates in 
the Midnapore district in which, although they are generally small, some new 
patshalas may, if possible, be opened 

3. With reference to paragraph 9 of Mr. Harrison’s letter proposing to 
establish a normal class in connection with the present normal school for 
patshala gurus, I should also wish to have authority to devote a portion of the 
money to the opening of a medical class in connection with it, so that the 
sknowledge of the urt of administering European drugs, according to the princi« 
ples of European medical science, may be more widely disseminated, and the 
ignorance and prejudices of the people of Midnapore on the subject of European 
medicines, which seem still to be considerable, may be to some extent removed. 

4. Lhave requested Mr. Harrison to submit his scheme to the district 
education committee, as I understood this course to be prescribed by paragraph 
15 of the Government resolution, which declares that the Magistrate is to act 
with the advice of, but not to be controlled by, the district committee, and this 
course seems to me to be also dictated both by courtesy and good policy, as 
‘the committee would be more likely to support a plan on which they have 
been consulted, than one which had been adopted and introduced on the 
Magistrate's sole authority.

Warn réference to the Government letter No. £621A,4, dated the 30th September 
1872, and to your circular No. 144, reccived this date, | lave the honor to forward the 
following proposal for promoting primary education in this district in accordance with the 
Government resolution of the 30th September last. 

2. From appendix A it appears that Midnapore has assigned to it a grant of Rs, 3,800 
for,the remainder of the current yer, and of Rs, 11,400 for 1873-74, while (rom appendix B 
it appears that with this moncy 251) additional patshalas ought to be opened. 

This number, however, scems to have been fixed on a general principle and not 
with any reference to the caisting state of education in this district, and from paragraphs 11 
aud 12 of tho resolution 1 am Jed to infer that it will not be contrary to the wishes of 
Government if in this district endeavours are rather directed towards taking up and utilizing 
existing agency than to establishing absulutely now schools. 

4. It will be seen from appendix B that Miduapore already has 1,948 schools, n fur 
Jarger number thar any other district in Bengal except Cuttack, and that of these over 1,700 
ere indigenous patshalas. If the entire grant therefore were spent on establishing more 
patshalas, it would oaly increase the existing number by aliout 15 per cent. ; moreover, it would 
probably cause many of the indigenous schools to close in the hope of re-opening as Govern- 
ment patsbalas; at any rate it would ereate a sense of injustice in the minds of the present 
gurus and of the villagers among whom they labour, if it were made to appear that by having 
done something for themselves they have thereby lost the chance of being helped by 
Government. - 

3. L propose ther to use the grant principally in inducing the numerous existing 
patshalas to p! themselves under general control and dircetion, reserving portion only 
for onening Government vatshalas in loca where comparatively few or none already 
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exist ; and to direct my endeavours (1) to obtaining quarterly returna from these patehalas 
showing the number of boys, and what they learn; (2) to inducing them to place themselves 
under inspection; (3) to organizing a means of modifying the system and subjects of study 
when found advisable and of improving the future gurus. 

6. For this purpose [ propose to give a rupee per return, or Rs. 4 per annum,’to all 
gurus who submit such returns in a very simple forin to be prescribed. They may submit 
it either by post or to the police station whichever they prefer. 

7. Next, I propose to allow all patshalus which agree to place thomsclves under inypec- 
tion, the right of sending up candidates for the primary scholarships; and asa farther 
inducement, to allow at each annual inspection a certain sum to be paid for each boy who 
can real, write, do simple arithmetic, zemindari accounts, and simple mensuration. The 
amount would depend on the number of schools which come in under these terms, and 
instead of pressing the older curus to teach mensuration (say) against their will, I would 
merely allow a liberal sum for all boys who show proficiency in its essential rudiments and 
thereby lead them to take to it for self-interest, * 

8 Supposing for instance that 1,000 indigenous patshalas out of the 1,700 place them- 
selves under control and inspection on these terms, tor submitting quarterley returus they 
would each get Its. 4 per annum. Say that 2 annas were allowed for each boy that could 
read, 2 annas for each that could write, 4 annas for arithmetic, § annas for zemindari accounts, 
and | rupee for mensuration, and say that as an averwge cach patshala had five boys that 
could read and write, two that could do arithmetic, oue that could do zemindari accounts, 
and one mensuration, the cost would be—

This would leave a margin of over Rs. 4,000 for other purposes, aud I would fix the allowance 
for reading, writing, aud other subjects with special reference to the numbers estimated as 
likely to come forward so as to leave about the sums named for other purposes. 


8. With this sum I propose (1) to found a certain number of new schools with grants 
of about Rs. 3U per annum; (2) to establish a normal class in connection with the present 
normal school for patshala gurus, at which I hope to train sufficient gurus to supply the 
indigenous schools which become vacant in the ordinary course. 


10, ‘Though the sum I can thus award each indigenous school is very small, T hope that 
it will be « tangible inducement, because it will be too obviously insufficient to induce the 
people to diminish their payments in consequence. ‘There is no doubt (I have even heard 
instances in my prescut tour) that they contribute in a much more niggardly manner to 
stipendiary gurus than they do to those unpaid by Government, aud a guru who comes 
under Government pay usually loses somewhat in his othor income. 


11, In this district we shall now have patshalas established under the improved 
patshala system, Sonthal patshalahs under Dr. Phillips, and now indigeuous patshalas, all 
intended to extend over the same ficld of education, and in course of time it will, I think. be 
necessary gradually to unify them; but 1 propose at first to Ieave them side by side 
untouched, so that cach system may be fairly tried before any such steps are taken. 


12. J also venture to express an opinion that even the indigenous schools now proposed 
to be taken ia hand will have to be lowered, uot in quality of education, but in the object 
aimed at by the students before the goal aimed at iu paragraph 5 of the report is attained. 
Even the pupils of indigenous schools mainly aim at becoming clerks, attorneys, ef hoc genus 
omne, and the great dilliculty I apprehend is the recoil that will be felt when it first becomes 
clearly apparent that Government has resolutely set its face against primary education being 
abused for that purpose. ‘Till this, however, is overcome, the first real step in promoting 
primary education will not have been surmouuted, and you may therefore rely on my using 
my best endeavours to overcome it, ‘Chis view muy be more readily accepted when it is 
recollected that even in Midnapore under 20,1100 children attend school including the 1,700 
indigenous schools, while the total number of boys is over 45,000. ‘Thoso who read ‘mostly 
reprosent the castes and classes who aim at obtaining sedentagy occupations of some sort or 
other, that is, go in for secondary education truly so called.

I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 94, dated 28th 
December 1872, forwarding a letter from Mr. I. L. Harrison, Magistrate 
of Midnapore, containing a proposal for the promotion of primary education 
in the district of Midnapore. 

2. Inreply, | am to say that the Lieutenant-Governor is of opinion that 
the district educati.n comwittce should be consulted on the subject as you 
suggest. If they agree, then His Honor would gladly accept Mr. Harrison’s 
proposal, and trusts that he and his Deputy and Sub-Inspectors will ocupy 
themselves actively in carrying it out. he system payment by results is 
undoubtedly in the circumstances of the district of Midnapore, the best, if only 
it can be well carried out, and the Licutenant-Governor is sure that Mr. Har. 
tison will give his attention to it, and it will have the fairest trial in his hands. 

_8. On the whole subject of education His Honor is anxious not to tie 
district officers down too tightly to any particular plan. Ie would give much 
latitude with reference to the circumstances of each district, and the various 
forms in which we may try to obtain success in a great undertaking which?is 
yet but: in the stage of experiment. The Lieutenant-Governor quite thiaks 
that, speaking generally, such a system as Mr. Harrison proposes for encourag- 
ipg and cxtending existing schvols on a payment by result system will be the 
best in the districts of Western Bengal and Orissa, where indigenous schools 
are already numerous. In many other districts where indigenous schools are 
very few, the bulk of our moncy and the strength of our cnergies should be 
mainly devoted to establishing new schools. In any case, success will entirely 
depend on the personal energy «nd devotion of the officers engaged in the work; 
His Honor trusts that district and sub-divisional officers will not only them- 
selves sketch out plans and stimulate their execution, but, remembering that 
they cannot do everything themselves, will utilize to the very utmost 
the Deputy and Sub-Inspectors placed at their disposal. ‘The Lieutenant- 
Governor particularly trusts that the latter officers, whether they have or have 
not departmental prejudices, remembering that they are employed by Govern- 

, ment to tarry out the new system, will doso zcalously and carnestly. Upon them 
success or failure must in the end depend. His Honor will not tolerate any 
lukewarmness, far less any obstructiveness; but on the other hand if, as the 
Lioutenant-Governor trusts they will, they throw themselves heartily into 
the work undertaken by Government, and are successful in their efforts to 
bring it to a successful issue in their respective circles, the fullest credit will be 
giveu to them, and their advancement will follow their merits in this respect. 

4, Tho Licutenant-Governor is deeply sensible of the difficulty suggested 
in the 12th paragraph of Mr. Harrison’s letter, but that is a difficulty which 
affects all atternpts to educate the people, and does not belong to any particu- 
lar scheme. If we were to yield to this difficulty, we must say that the people 
are to go uneducated, lest they should come to dislike manual labor. It is 
undoubtedly the casein this country that wo are at present constantly involved 
in disheartenirg dilemmas due to this causc; that is 10 say, people who are 
uneducated cannot work intelligently, and people who ure educated will not 
work, An attempt was made to train up educated young men in the Botsnical 
Gardens, but as soon us they knew a little English they went off to be clerks, 
preferring a writer’s carcer to being superior gardeners. In the artizan school 
at Dehree, which is an extraordinary sucevss for boys of European extraction, 
the Lieutenant-Governor is told that natives carnot bo got even on the very 
favourable terms on which education and instruction are given, because the sons 
of blacksmiths and masons have not the primary education which is required 
to begin with, while the boys who cen read and write go off’ us soon us they 
are sent to the workshops to learn the manual part of the business. Still, we 
must not give up the attempt to get over these dilliculties. ‘The Lientenant- 
Governor heliaves it is henake adnention ig so rare that all educated vouths 
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think they should rise above their proper level. If we succeed in making educa: 
tion more general, they will find that they can no longer expect thus to rise 
They will, it may be hoped, learn to value the benefits of primary education ir 
theip own sphere of life, and in many cases they may rise abovo it if they wil 
work; for instance, if the son of a blacksmith can read and write he may no’ 
disdain to join an artizan school, and combining education with manual skil 
may rise to be an artizan of a high class, or even be a mechanical engineer 
His Honor is not without hope that Bengallis muy be the first to shake off the 
trammels of caste and tradition, and if he sees any prospect of a demand for it 
he shall certainly try in Bengal such an artizan school as has been tried a 
Dehree, 

5. As for the medical class at the normal school, I am to request tha’ 
you will be good enough to submit further particulars and proposals as to the 
teachers, the subjects to be taught, and the extent to which lessons in medicine 
should go, ‘

Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, and for publication in the Calcutta Gazette 
the accompanying copy of the report of the Auditors on the accounts o 
the Commissioners for the half-year ending 80th September last, togethe: 
with the accounts duly passed and signed by the Auditors. 

With reference to the suggestion made in paragraph 2 of the Auditors 
report in regard to a reserve fund for the wharves and jetties, the Com 
missioners desire to submit, for His Honor’s consideration, that while they 
have only expended Rs. 10,64,776 of borrowed capital, viz. Rs. 10,00,006 
advanced by Government, and Rs. 64,776 taken temporarily as a loan fron 
the River Division, they have expended on new works the sum of Rs. 18,08,082 
the difference of Rs. 7,483,306 being met from net earnings. The Com 
missioners are therefore of opinion that in suggesting the accumulation 
of a reserve fund for the wharves and jetties similar to that which is being 
accumulated for the River Division, the different conditions under whic) 
the two debts have been incurred have not been sufficiently considered 
Provision will be made for the repayment of the loan on account of wharve: 
and jetties whenever repayment falls due, such repayment being met fron 
the profits accruing from the works already constructed. In the meantim: 
the profits already received from the wharves and jetties which might hav 
been invested in Government securities, or which might have been applie: 
to the earlier repayment of capital under the provisions of section 10 o 
the Port Improvement Act, have been invested in extending the works ant 
so providing additional sources of profit. As these extensions and thi 
increased revenue derived therefrom have involved no addition to the deb 
and no liability for interest, the Commissioners are of opinion that th 
purpose for which a reserve fund is required has in a manner been served 
and that there is therefore no necessity for the accumulation -of a resery 
fund similar to that which has been accumulated for the River Division, th 
debt on account of which is only a book debt, and is represented by property 
whieh is supposed to be kept always equal in value to the amount of th

To—The Commissioners for making Improvements in the Port of Oaleutia, 
We have examined your accounts for the half-year ended 30th September 
1872, and have found them to be correct. They show the following results :— 
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Tho not revenue in the Wharves and Jetties Division is the largest sum yet 
realized on that account. On the other hand, the esrnings of the River Division 
aro less than those of the preceding half-year by Rs. 27,019 in consequence 
of an outlay of Rs. 28,212 on renewal of a portion of the block of the port, 
there being no corresponding charge of the same character in the previous six 

' months. his charge will now recur during every half-year with reference to 
your resolution dated 20th September 1872, providing for a wear-and-tear 
account, as suggested in ovr last report. ‘I'he debt incurred is a temporary 
advance from the River te the Wharves Division, on the same rate of intercst as 
is allowed on the loans from Government. We understand that your proceed 
ings.in reference to this advance have been submitted to Government in accord 
ance with section 29, Act V (B.C.) of 1870. ‘Ihe other items do not appear 
to call for remark, except that it may be questioned whether it would not br 
prudent to create a reserve fund for the wharves and jetties in place of invest: 
ing all the surplus accruing from them in their extension. 

2. You now have two debts; one of which, retating to the wharves an¢ 
jetties, is re-payable in 30 years, while the other, relating to the river, is ¢ 
perpetual loan, In conncetion with the first debt, you have neithcr a reserv 
fund nor a wear-and-tear account, while you have both in connection with the 
second. We admit that the condition of repayment removes the necessity 
of a wear-and-tear account, but it in no way affects the question of a reserve 
fund, which in our opinion is equally required for both divisions of the trust 
We accordingly suggest for your consideration the advisability of creating a 
reserve fund for the wharves and jetties equivalent to (say) 10 per cont. on 
the capital outlay upon them. 

. 3. The following figures describe your financial position as on 30th 
Septernber 1872 :—

2. Iam to obsorve that the loan from the River Division to the Jetty 
Division of the port accounts being a departure from the sanctioned budget 
estimate, ought, under section 53 of “ the Calcutta Port Improvement Act,” to 
have been reported for the approval of the Lieutenant-Governor. 

3. The arrangements (alluded to by the Auditors) whereby a depreciation 
account has been opened for the block transferred ‘to the Port Commissioners, 
as Conservators of the port, have been approved by the Lieutenant-Governor. 
Those arrangements were described in the Fort Commissioners’ proceedings 


thus— 

Resolved—That in reply to the communication from the Government of Bengal, 
No. 1936, dated 19th June 1572, forwarding the orders of the Government of India upon the 
question of depreciation, a letter be addressed to Government intimating— 

(1) ‘That the Commissioners will open a depreciation account for the block trans 
farred with the port, and in respect of which a book debt of Rs. 17,65,000 
has been debited to the Commissioners. | 

(2) That the Commissioners after careful consideratioh of the question have 
adopted the following scale of rates for the depreciation of the block

(3) That all renewals of block will be met from the fund accumulated by the 
adoption of the foregaing scale of rates, and that any surplus which ma: 
accrue from tic scale being higher than the cost of renewal demands, shall 
be allowed to accumulate until it reaches a sum of two lakhs of rupces, after 
which the sum to be written off annually for depreciation shall be the exact 
amount spent in renewing the block. 2 

In communicating this resolution to Government it should be pointed out that this 
formation of a depreciation fund is in addition to, and altogether independent of, the reserve 
fund of three and a lialf lakhs which is being accumulated under the orders of Government, 
and it should also be stated that the Commissioners are making inquiries with a view to 
ascertain whether an insurance could be cilccted at reasonable rates upon the boats and 
vessels belonging to the trust, 

4, In regard to tho PortCommissioners’ remarks upon the inexpediency of 
opening a reserve fund for the wharves and jetties department, the Licutenant- 
Governor quite admits that the Commissioncrs, by expending their income on 
permanent jetties, have laid out more moncy than was required for a reserve 
fund. But on the other hand it seems to the Lieutenant-Governor that money 
so laid out is spent and gone; and if a jetty were carried away or some very 
extensive damage dono at any time, there might be no money in hand to 
replace it. Tis Honor, therefore, thinks it will be better to put by a sum for 
reserve fund as the Auditors propose. The result would be that the Commis- 
sioners would spend less income on permanent works and would borrow more 
for that purpose, but would always have a rescrve in case of accident. The 
Lientenant-Governor hopes that the Commissioners will agree to that plan, 
putting by a rescrve fund equal to 10 per cent. of total expenditure as the 
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Auditors propose, and replacing any expenditure which it may at any time be 
necessary to make trom this source. 
6. Lam to add that the Licutenant-Governor congratulates the Commis-

Wirt reference to the section of the Exhibition programmo noted in the 
Scion nt Fx Wasa beh margin, I am directed to ask the favour 
cooking utensils and uppliences of wll kinds used » of your attention to the special points on 
Grinking, aud emoking, which your co-opcration with this Com- 
mittoe is desired, and to beg that speedy action ma; bo taken upon the “matter, 
as the time allowed for the despatch of specimens is very limited. ; 

2. Many of the articles which are included within this section are of so 
perishable w nature that they cannot be seut to a distant country for exhibition; 
others arc only procurable in particular scasons; in these cases no attempt 
should be made to collect actual specimens, but information may be 
obtained, and is required in as much detail as possible. Much of this inform- 
ation will, tho Committeo hope, be already at hund in your office, without the 
necessity of fresh compilation, in the form in which’ it has been. brought 
together for the Gazetteer or for the various statistical reports called for at 
different times by Government. In some cases ulso you will no doubt be able 
to refer the Committee to printed books which throw light upon tho subjects 
referred to in this Circular. Qn many matters upon which it may not be 
possible to obtain information in cither of these ways,—such as native cookery, — 
the Committee would suggest that a native Deputy Collector or other intelligent 
person should be asked to report, as such an inquirer would find far less diffi- 
culty in obtaining information than.a European officer would do. 

'3,. In reporting on this subject it will be of advantage to givo the native 
names of all plants, products, utensils, &c., in the vernacular character as well 
as in English letters. 

4, ‘To proceed to details :—the subject is naturally divided into the three 
heads of food, drink, and smoking; under the head of food, the following 
points are of importance :—

“I.  Fish.—It is useless to attempt to collect actual specimens of tho various 
fish used for food. An endeavour will bo made in Calcutta to procure coloured casts 
of the more charactcristic species. But full information should be given as to the 
namés, description, and habits of the species used for food in your district, the 
localities of the principal fisheries, the classes or castes employed in this industry, 
and the amount and value of the produce; also the various methods of catchin, 
fish, whether by not, spear, or trap.* Any very characteristic forms of not or fish 








* Specimens or modela of fish traps and other implements and contrivances used for tho capture 
GAish would be very interesting. In tho eastern rivers the Gangetic porpoike ix dextrayed (for the sake of 
ite oil) either by nets or spears. ‘The spoar is also used very ‘ingeniously in killing large fish which have 
first been decoyed to the surlace of the water by mens of u bait—generally a small fish hooked through the 
doreal fin, and #0 attashed to a line und rod held by the apearman in his left hand.

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trap should be forwarded, and wherever it is possible to.furnish drawings of 
the several kinds of net, &c., they should be sent. It should be stated what 
castes or classes of the community consume fish, and what is the process of 
cooking or preparing it for consumption; also if there is any considerable 
export of any fish or preparations of fish to Calcutta or to other districts. 

IL. Poultry, game, und buteher’s meat—Similar information should be given 
on these heads; the castes should be noted who consume the various-kinds of 
meat, as pork, &c., and the comparative rarity or abundance of each kind stated. 

Tl. Dairy produce—Milk, ghec, butter. No specimens are required 
under this head, but information as to market prices, and the use made of the 
produce should be given where available. 

IV. Honey.—Specimens of the comb, the honvy, and the bee itself should 
be sent whicre procurable. 

V. Wood-boring darve are catcn in the Lushai country ; grasshoppers 
in other places ; and there are wandering tribes who devour snakes, rate, mice, 
and small animals generally. Information about those abnormal habits would 
bo interesting.

Vi. Cereals. —Your special attention is requested to this class. Specimens 
aro roquired,® not only of each kind of grain grown in your district, aut also 
of the more characteristic varieties of the commoner grains, such as rice; and 
it is o particular object with the Committce to obtain such specimens from every 
district, in order that they may theinselves select for exhibition those which, 
from an extended comparison, they may find to possess any special exdellence 
or peculiarity. A dried specimen of the plant in car should be furnished 
where practicable. It may be tacked upon u large sheet of paper in a corner 
of which the name and loculity should be written; this may be done also in the 
case of plants belonging to other clusses of food products.” Ihe points which 
should be noted in reporting upon this class are as follows :— 

Species or varictics with their vernacular names. 

When sown and gathered; on what kind of soil; habit and geographical 

distribution. 

Process of cultivation or reaping, if in any way peculiar; rotation of 

crops ; cost of cultivation. 

Statistics of the area covered by euch crop. 

Amount of produce and export. 

Cost of the produce at various times of the year and in various marts, 

Mode of preparing food from the grain. Various preparations of food 

used. 
Among cereals nay be mentioned rice, wheat, barley, oats, bajra, Indian-corn, 
the different kinds of millet, marua or mandua (Eleusine corucana), kodo, and 
kutki, the polygonums cultivated in mountainous districts, &. 

VIL Puses—as peas, beans, mashtulai, kalai, kesari, &e. Specimens of 
the seed and dried plants would be useful, with notes similar to thoso indicated. 
for the heads above enumerated. 

VIIL. Seeds and plants producing oil used for culinary purposes.—Specimens 
of the plants or secds and of the oil. 

IX. Zubers—as yams, potatoes, sweet-potatoes, mdn kachu, &c. Here 
it will be best in most cuses to give names and description only. 

X. Vegetables and pot-herbs.—The same remark applies. A full list should 
be furnished of all esculent plants of this character, such as cucumbers, onions, 
brinjals, mint, and the different varieties of sdg ordinarily grown in native 
gardens, and where practicable, dried specimens may be sent. 

XI. Coudiments—Chillies, pepper, turmeric, ¢z-pat, coriandor-seed, &c. 
Specimens of cach kind, with a short account of their uses. 

XII. Frail.—An account of the principal fruits of your district; whether 
successfully cultivated ; whether of recent introduction ; what varioties (as in the 
case of plantains and: Maldah mangoes), are most sought after. Do they 


OF each kind of grain aud other similar products abuut five seers should be sent. 
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furnish an’ important element of the food of the masses? Specimens of dried 
fruit, and preserves made of fruit, may be sent. 

XII. Sugars—From cane and date palm. Spccimens of the sugar and 
molasses, account of tho processes employed, and stutistics of production find 
export, 

i XIV. Various preparations of food not included under the above heuls.—It 
would be of groat interest to obtain an account of the chiof dishes in ordinary 
consumption anon g: different classes; and specimens of such preparations as 
are characteristic of particular places and are not of a perishable nature, such 
as chutnios, pickles, &e.,.may be sent. A descriptivo list of the swectmeats 
in most frequent use, giving their ingredi¢nts and the mode of preparation, may 
be added. 

XV. Of mineral substances used for food the only important one is Salt. 
Information as to the supply of salt to your district, and the amount spent 
upon it per head of the population if procurable, would be much valued.

XVI. Spirits, such as lari, arrack, mhowa, &e.. may he exhibited, but 
itis not necessary to have specimens from cach district, and the instruc.
